We retain in a stenogram but the signs that are most necessary in 
the reconstruction of words. 

These abbreviations are faster than speech since in one, two or three 
strokes of the pen they represent words, locutions of several syllables, 
and even whole sentences. 

Do we not, every day, use abbreviations in our ordinary writing 
For instance : Co.,).C., Dr., Mrs.. Mr, P.S.,N.B.,.MS.,MSS., Rev., St, 
Ave., viz. or 1. e., _ A.M., P.M., inst., prox., ult., A.D., &e., &e.- 

It is impossible to analyse all the abbreviations contained in this 
book, but the intelligent student will very easily reason them sincé they 
are founded on principles of strict logic.
